A WALL OF WATER. 

The wall of water sweeping down Black 
RiveryV,alley struck River Falls at 1 o’cioce 
this. morning. The fire alarm bells were rung 
and the people hurried from their bomes to 
the aid of those living in the lower parts of 
the city in the path of the food. The dam of 
the Prairie Mill checked the rush of water 
fora few minutes, but walls of wood and 
stone could not wiihstand the pressure and 
the dam gave way. 

Two big bridges were swept from their 
fastenings and were carried away in the 
torrent. Several small buildings followed. 
Mealy’s starch factory was torn from its 
foundation and went down stream. Another 
large bridge went next. Foster's saw mill 
was in the path of the tide, and that suffered 
$2,000 damage. The damage at the Prairie 
, and at Firtune’s mill it is $4,000 
Ratiway lines suffered severely from wash- 
Outs. All the families on the low lands were 
rescued. 

At Bloomer in the Chippewa Valley, 
several Gwelilings, a large planing mill, the 
city pumping-house and the fire engine- 
house are gone.

Several dams broke and caused a large loss. 
The city lost three bridges and proper y 
owners suffered heavy losses. The Cedar block 
pavement of River street was torn out and 
much property destroyed in cellars. Ihe loss 
to the city is $15,000 at least, while the dam. 
age to private property will be $30,000 

Duncan Creek, a branch of the ‘Chippewa, 
has been turned into a wild-looking 
river, and saw-mills and many thousands 
of iogs carried away. an estimate 
of total loss cannot be obtained. It Is esti- 
mated in this city and county alone at $200,- 
000. The Chippewa River is still rising and

Millions of Losses. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 16.—The fiooa loss 
in the Chippewa Valley alone is estimated at 
$2,000,000. At Bloomer the dam, sawmill, 
planing mill, bridges, houses and 
6,000,00@ feet of iogs were carried 
away.

CHAOS REIGNS. 


The Coal Conference at Cleveland 
Badly Mixed Up. 


A Varying Scale for Various Districts 
Presented. 


MORE LIBERAL FEELING SHOWN ATA 
MEETING OF OPERATORS. 


The Obnoxiotis Committee of Ten Still on 
Hand The Desertion of Chapman and 
Hartley Regarded as a Weakening of 
Obstructionists — Seoretary McBryde 
Thinks Pitteburg Rail Operators Wied 
the Strike Frolonged-The Day's 
Proceedings. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 16.—Although one ses- 
sion of the coal conference has been held and 
a night spent in caucusing has intervened, 
the conditions just before the cenference 
met to-day were very chaotic. 

At 8 o’clock the miners had another execu- 
tive session in Case Hall to perfect their scale 
of wages, which was later presented to 
the convention in the form of a simple 
resolution calling for a rate of 79 cents in the 
Pittsburg district, 560 cents in the Central 
Pennsylvania district, 70 cents in the Jack- 
son and Hocking Valley fields in Ohio, 80 to 85 
cents In the Massillon (O.) district, from 70 to 
80 in Indiana, and from 75 to 85 in Illinois. 
Back of these general figures are rates for 
the different subdivisions in each large dis- 
trict, so that the matter is almost as compll- 
cated an affair as the tariff bill. The most of 
itis wholly uninteresting to the great major- 
ity of the miners and operators. 


A MORE LIBERAL FSELING. 

The operators held another meeting at the 
Hollenden early to-day and continued their 
effort to unite upon a plan to be followed in 
the convention. A more liberal feeling was 
manifest, but the Pittsburg rail men and th® 
Ohloans were still pretty far apart, the latte 
contending that the miners would not listen 
to the proposition discussed during the night 
to establish a rate of 6 cents for Pittsburg 
with a differential of 9 cents in favor of the 
Ohio operators. That proposition is for a 
compromise of the halfand half kind, being 
15 cents above what the Pittsburg men are 
now paying and 16 cents below what the 
miners demand, 

THE COMMITTEE OF TEN. 

The members of the committee of ten who 
had been ruled out of the convention were 
still present, with the exception of A. H. 
Dempster, the leader, who went home dur- 
ing the night. The desertion of T. H. Chap- 
man and R. H. Hartley, two large coal pro- 
ducers, was looked upon as indicative of 
weakening on the part of the obstructionists, 
but Secretary Patrick J. McBryde does not 
view itin that light. Hels still of the opin- 
ion that the Pittsburg rall operators are de- 
termined to prolong the strike. 

A MEETING OF OPERATORS, 

The mine operators met again in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms at 10 o’clock to-day 
to consider their side of the wage question. 
At that meeting, which was presided 
over by Mr. Johnson of Columbus, 
O., a report was called for by Mr. Chapman 
of Jackson County, Pa., from the members 
present at the Pennsylvania operators’ 
meeting last night. Mr. Robbins as the 
representative of that meeting announced 
that the Pennsylvania operators have 
agreed upon a rate of 65 cents for Pennsyl- 
vania and 56 cents for the Hocking 
Valley district. He was asked by Mr. Chap- 
man if that was the action ofthe entire 
Pennsylvania delegation, or whethor the ten 
Pittsburg delegates still held aloof from the 
agreement. His reply to that was 

It was the action of last night’s meeting 
and was, Ithink, the unanimous sentiment 
of that meeting. 

Mr. Robbins then gaid he would like to 
know if that was satisfactory to the Ohio 
operators. One ofthe prominent Ohio op- 
erators, on behalf of the mine operators of 
the State, replied that he believed that it 
would be entirely satisfactory for Ohio and 
that Ohio mine owners would heartily co- 
operate with Pennsylvania to secure that 
end. 

A COMMITTEE FROM KACH STATE. 

Mr. Robbins then moved that a committee 
of five members, representing each State, be 
appointed to agree upon a scale of wages to 
be presented to the convention, arranged 
satisfactorily to each State upon that basis. 
This was agreed toand the committee went 
into session on thé wage schedule. 

Outside of the meeting of the mine opera- 
tors, Many Operators are in favorof going 
intothe convention to-day with the wage 
schedule arranged on the basis proposed at 
the operators’ conference, submitting the 
schedule to the operators for their consider- 
ation and then adjourning.

HE BOUGHT A WIG. 


J. O. Thompson, the Sedalia Embeazler, 
Disguises Himself in St. Louis, 


HAIR-DRESSER DE DONATO THINKS HE 
HAD THOMPSON FOR A CUSPOMER. 


No Information to Be Had at the United 


States Secret Service dee in This 
City—Mr. De Douate Describes His | 


Visitor and His Queer Conduct. 


The story comes from Sedalia, 
the Government Secret Service officers are 
ot on the trail of J. ©. Thompson, the de- 
faulting cashier ofthe First National Bank 
of that place. Information received 
from what is said to de excellent 
authority in that place states that 
on May 5,the day after Thompson disap- 
peared, he landed in St. Louis, and immedli- 
ately made preparations to disguise himself.

THE SILVER PLANK. 
Whereas, The Constitution of the United states 
prevides that Congress shall have power to coin 
mqney, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign 


coins. and ago provides that no State shall coin 
money or make anythi but gold and silver coin a 
tender in payment of debts, hence we deciare it to 
beadutre ned u Congress by the Constitn- 
tier to coin both — and sliver money for the use 
ofthe people of the States; that Congress has no 
rightful power to refuse the coinage of either metal. 

@ therefore demand the free bimetallic coinage 
of both foie and silver, andthe restoration of the 
bimetailic steadard as it existe! under our laws for 
over M years prior to the demonetization of the 
standard silver dollar in 1873, and should it become 
peo@ossary in order to maintain the two metals in 
circulation to readjust the ratio, it should be de- 
termined whether gold has ri*en or silver has 
fallen, and whether there should be a change of the 
gold dollar or the silver dollar, or of both, to the 
end that whatever ratie is adopted the rights of 
both creditor and Gebtor shall be preserved alike, 
having in view the demands of the people for an 
adequate circulating medium.

FIRE FIGHTERS. 


Automatic Sprinklers Must Not Be . 
clusively Depended Upon. 


From the Fall River News. 6 
stories ot ludicrous incidents, often result- 
ing disastrously, illustrate what some of the 
deficitences are inthe private fre service of 
some ofthe milis.

Chief of Police McKinnon of Hamilton, 
Ontario, put his fingers upon the great 
evil in American cities when he said that 
one of the most important resylts of the 
police convention was the resolution of 
the Police Chiefs to work together to keer 
politics out of the departments. 

Among the most baneful effects o“ dor- 
ruption in municipal politics is Che vitia- 
tion of the processes of criminal law en- 
forcement by political influences. 

The basis of a combination between the 
scurvy politieians and the vicious and 
criminal Glasses.for mutual advantage is 
found here. Sometimes it works through | 
the police department, sometimes through 
the criminal courts and sometimes through 
both. When any of these branches of 
criminal law enforcement is controlled by 
political influences the opportunity is 
afforded for a profitable compact by 
which the political ‘‘pull’’ is exchanged 
for the crimimal vote and the earnin gs of 
vice. 

The results of a condition of this kind | 
ereappalling. Vice and crime aré Pro- 
tected, and those who abuse the political | 
power for this purpose are given the 
means of enriching themselves and of por- 
petuating their control. The community 
is made the prey of the most W ss ie 
Classes.

With what 
amazement do the Senators from Pennsy!- 
vania and Rhode Island hear this singular 
story, and with what wonder must Sena- 
tor-Justice White contemplate the resig- 
nation of a public officer in such circum- 
stances. 

The truth is that in American politics at 
the present time such a condition of public 
opinion and such deference in public of- 
ficers would be a baffling mystery. Men 
of the ‘‘retained’’ type are simply unable 
to understand such niceties of morality and 
such scru pulous respect for the wishes of the 
people. The moral sense of the men who use 
their positions in legislative bodies to 
make money for themselves by betraying 
the public welfare is either undeveloped or 
debauched and entirely inaccessible to 
thosefconsiderations of honor which moved 
Mr. Mundella to retire from his Nich 
office.

THE SENATE’S DEGERERACY. 


When Thomas Jefferson was in the Con- 
gress of the Confederation he was asked by 
an eager debater how he could keep silent 
under so much false reasoning, which a 
word would refute. He answered that, 
while it was easy to refute, to silence was 
impossible, and thus expressed his view of 
debate in a legislative body: 

If every argument or objection was used 
by someone or other of the numerous debat- 
ers it was enough, if not, I thought it suffi- 
cient to suggest the omission without going 
into fa repetition of what had been said by 
others; that this was a waste and abuse of 
the time and patience of the House, which 
could not be justified. And I believe that 
if the members of deliberative bodies 
were to observe this course generally, 
they would doin a day Wat takes them a 
week; and it is really more questionable 
than may at first be thougut, whether Bona- 
parte’s dumb legislature, which said noth- 
ing, and did much, may not de preferable to 
one which talks much and does nothing.’’ 

Jefferson gave testimony concerning 
Washington and Franklin that, in all the 
debates in which he knew of their partic- 
ipating, they never spoke more than ten 
minutes and always to the main point 
which was to decide the question. 

What would these illustrious fathers of 
the Republic think of the United States 
Senate of to-day, where members consume 
days in monotonous repetition and useless 
jabber on points, relevant and irrelevant; 
here speeches are made, not to decide the 
question, but to delay decision? What 
would they think of delaying the work of 
vital legislation in order that Senators 
may speculate on uncertainty and increase 
their bank accounts at the heavy cost of 
the people? But we refrain—it would be 
cruel to invoke the shades of honest pa- 
triots to witness the shameful spectacle in 
the Capitol at Washington. :

NOTHING SAVED. 

Tenants of the buildings burned were un- 
able to save any of their household effects, 
The stone works of B. A. and N. G. Williams, 
one of the best equipped concerns of the kind 
in the United States, were destroyed. As 
many as 150 trunks standing in the streets 
and which were the peers of men living 
in the houses therea were burned. On 
the river front side the dancing pavilions, 
dar- rooms, shooting galleries, bowling alleys 
and dressing rooms crumbied like paper. 
The docks at the foot of Sixty-eighth and 
Seventieth streets were consumed, as were 
also the buildings and plant of the East River 
Gas Co.
